A. Favorable oonsideratlm of requests for travel or assignment 
of | J eered opLogeu nay not be expected where each travel or 

asalpttaant tends to onrpoea them to undue risk and the Deputy Directors 
and/or the 0CI will approve such requests only after deciding that no 
alternative exists* In selecting persons for foreign travel and/or 
asej gnwea t* the Office I Seeds and/or Operating Officials should consider 
their selection of individuals in the light o f a learanoes which 

xoay be held by such parsons* bearing in nind that travel in exposed arses* 
such a* araas under control of U33S* Soviet Satellite countries* Oon-
